How » Gnako Fight Ended. 


A remarkable occurrence took place 


lately in the zoological gardens at Brca- 
lau. In the cage of the large snakes a 
South American boa constrictor con- 
tended for a rabbit Yvij;h a large python 
from west Africa. It did not succeed, 
however, the python being the stronger 
of the two, and it withdrew. About two 
hours later ihe keeper found the same 
snakes fighting for another rabbit. 
' As the keeper supposed that the boa, 
which was the weaker of the two, wotild 
again give tip its prey, he left them to 
themselves and went home. 
The next 


morning he was horror stricken to find 
that the unfortunate boa had not let go 
its hold and had been swallowed by the 
python as a pendant to the rabbit. The 
boa was nearly 7 feet long and corre- 
spondingly thick. The python had al- 
ready swallowed one rabbit before the 
one which proved fatal to the boa. Its 
circumference throughout its length was 
from 28 to 28 inches, and its skin was 
expanded to double its usual size. 
The 


supposition that the snake might per- 
haps not be able to digest the boa proved 
false. Digestion proceeded only some- 
what more slowly than usual.—Pall Mall

A Graceful Act of a Noble Man. 


An interesting incident in San Fran- 


cisco the other day was the gift of $30 
by William T. Coleman, the head of the 
famous vigilance committee, toward, 
making comfortable the last days of 
Ned McGowaii. The latter was the 
leader of the lawless element of 1856 
whose conduct brought about the mur- 
der of James King of William, brother 
of the Buffalo police justice, and the ex- 
ecution of the murderer Casey by the 
vigilantes. 
McGowan was himself condemned to 


death by the committee, but escaped, 
Brst to southern California and then to 
Europe. He afterward returned, stood 
trial for his offenses and upon securing 
an acquittal assailed Coleman savagely 
in a newspaper which he started and in 
a history of his own career. About 
-three years ago he went once more to 
California to sue the historian, H. H. 
Bancroft, for libel in his history of the 
state, but came to grief, and is dying of 
destitution at the age of 86. He was 
once a political boss, the head of a great 
gambling establishment and worth half 
a million,—Buffalo Courier.

The decision declares that the law 


makes no exception of deputy sheriffs or 
officers accompanying prisoners, and 
that a white officer having a colored 
prisoner in charge cannot accompany 
him in the same car: The case arose 
over the sheriff of Lafayette parish who 
was taking a negro to an asylum for the 
insane, and who was forced from- the 
car. By the decision no negro prisoner 
or lunatic can be conveyed by car to 
jail, prison or asylum by a 'white officer. 
The law will in this respect work a great 
inconvenience.—New Orleans Cor.

THK HILVJKK COHVJOJTIOJf. 


The convention held at Chicago 


under the auspices of the Bimetallic 
League was the largest, brainiest and 
most respectable assemblage of tbe 
kind ever held in the country. The 
unanimity of sentiment in favor of the 
restoration of silver to the position it 
occupied before the demonetization act 
of 1873, was remarkable. Delegates 
from New York and the Middle States 
were as enthusiastic for free coinage 
at the rate of 16 to 1 as were those from 
the west and south, and they vied with 
the representatives of the silver States 
in their devotion to the silver cause. 
Thurman of Ohio, the distinguished 
son of a noble sire, who always fought 
for the rights of the masses, delivered 
au address, which was logical, convinc- 
ing and unanswerable. He exploded 
the "sound money" platitule and 
asked the gold bugs to explain what it 
meant, A large number of able men 
discussed the ilnancial situation using 
arguments thatcaiinot be controverted. 
A permanent organization was effected 
and committees appointed to devise 
ways and ] means to disseminate silver 
literature among tbe people. The gen. 
eral committee will meet in Washing- 
ton next Tuesday and probably remain 
there during tbe session of congress. 


That great benefit to the silver cause 


will result from the convention there 
is no doubt. Tbe character and recog- 
nized ability of the men who composed 
it proves that the free coinage senti- 
ment i& general and that the people 
will overthrow the gold trust at the 
ballot box, if congress doea not at the 
next session pass an act to fully re- 
monotize silver. 


MILLS' VIEWS. 


Senator Mills of Texas has been 


interviewee! amce his arrival in Wash- 
ington, lie thinks congress will re- 
main in session a year. He attributes 
the money scare to the efforts of brok- 
ers to compel the government to issue 
bonds. They had a large amount of 
money which they wished to put into 
government securities and raised the 
cry of bard timos and pointed to ex- 
ports of gold as proof of the assertion. 
They set to work to drain the country 
of gold, which was shipped abroad in 
large quantities. The effect was worse 
than they anticipated or intended. In- 
dividuals and financial institutions be- 
came alarmed and began to husband 
their resources, and banks would not 
loan money and depositors withdrew 
their funds. 


Senator Mills cannot say how long it 


will take to repeal the Sherman law 
and he will not say bow he intends to 
vote oil the question. His constitu- 
ents are for free coinage and it ie prob. 
able that he will not act contrary to 
their wishes. As be thinks the extra 
session will run into the regular ses.

financial question and that congress is 
expecterl to enact laws that will afford 
tbe country some relief from the exist- 
ing stringency. 


SENDING MONEY TO CANADA. 


lieports come from Canadian towns 


along the frontier that large amounts 
of American money is being deposited 
in the banks on the Canadian side of 
the line. One woman in Buffalo with- 
drew $45,000 from her home bank, and 
sent it to a bank in Hamilton, Ontario, 
last Tuesday. She did not know that 
Canadian banks, if as good, are no bet- 
ter than American banks. Not a bank 
that has suspended, except a few where 
the offlcera were dishonest or specu- 
lated in stocks, but what is amply able 
to pay every dollar due depositors. 
Banks loan money oil good securities, 
in fact many declare they are too par- 
ticular iu that respect. They cannot 
realize on thair securities in a day, and 
are, therefore, though their assets may 
exceed 
their 
liabilities 
by large 


amounts, not prepared to pay out coin 
to all depositors at a moment's notice. 


Hoarding money in tin cans, where it 


is not as safe as in banks, and sending 
out of the country to foreign banks 
that aie no better than home banks, of 
cr urse increases the stringency, as it 
wb hdraws money from circulation. 


In these times every person who has 


money where there is a bank which is 
known to be conducting business on 
safe and legitimate principles, should 
deposit it in the bank and* aid in reliev- 
ing the stringency. 


TJ1>: PUBLIC IXEBT. 


The public debt statement shows a 


net increase in the debt, less cash in 
the treasury, during July of $4,26-1,818. 
The cash in the treasury decreased' 
$4,574,722 in July. The interest bear- 
ing debt July 31, was $585,037,440; the 
debt on which interest ceased since 
maturity, $2,081,530; debt bearing in- 
terest, $374,002,046; total, $961,121,016. 
The outstanding certificates and treas- 
ury notes at the end of July were 
$557,362,591. These are offset by an 
equal amount of cash in the treasury. 
The total cash in the treasury is $732,- 
641,707, th« gold reserve $99,202,933, and 
the net cash balance $18,684,634. 


In the month of July there was a de- 


crease of gold coin and bars of $1,641,- 
469, and an mcrerse of silver coin and 
bars of $2,810,473. This includes the 
silver purchased under the provisions 
of the Sherman act. 


The surplus in the 'government 


national bank depositories was $17,- 
044,003, against $21,980,589 at the end af 
June.

A MURDERER 
CONFESSES. 


A Reduction of Wages on the St. 


Paul Railroad. 


TOVEY'S MUKDEBEK. 


He Slakes a Vail and Detailed Confes- 


sion of tbe Crime. 


SAN ANDREAS, August 2.—William 


Evans, arrested July 12,1893, by Sher- 
iff Thome, assisted by Constable Mas- 
terson, and Under Sheriff George C. 
Graves, at Oat Gamp, in the cbapparal 
of this county, for the murder of Wells, 
Fargo's messenger, Tovey, in Amador 
county, June 11,1893, made a full con- 
fession to Sheriff Thorne, Under Sher- 
iff Graves and Constable Masterson 
yesterday afternoon. 


As soon as the confession was made 


Sheriff Thorne wired B. C. Bust, dis- 
trict attorney of Amador county, to 
qome to San Andreas immediately, as 
the prisoner desired to make his state- 
ment in detail before an officer of 
Amador county. 


On his arrival here he, with Sheriff 


Gregory of Amador, was taken to the 
sheriff's office where the prisoner made 
a full and detailed statement of his 
crime. 


A synopsis of the murderer's state- 


ment is as follows: "I got the rifle I 
shot Tovey with down in the valley. I 
came from near Bed Bluff, Cal., and 
was stopping with Books near Cat 
Camp in this county; also at Kendall's 
near lone, Amador county. I had the 
rifle with which I did the shooting hid- 
den near Books' place. I attempted 
the robbery and killed Tovey. I had a 
horse and tied him near the scene of 
the robbery. I crossed the wire bridge 
at Commanche both going and coming, 
and traveled very rapidly to Books' 
house a distance of twelve miles, after 
committing the murder. The mare I 
rode belonged to Fairburn. I burned 
the grass around a buckeye bush, 
where I stood when shooting, to get 
blacking for my face. 


"I did not know Messenger Tovey 


and did not want to kill him. I wanted 
to stop the stage and secure the treas- 
ure. I might have fired four shots, one 
at the messenger, one at the stage and 
once or twice at the horses. I stole the 
gun. When I got back to Books' it was 
daylight and I told Frank Books what 
I had done. He advised me to go away 
for a little while, which I did, but I re- 
turned the following Friday morning. 


" I claim 
that Books' influence 


brought all this trouble on me. I was 
perfectly sober when I did the shooting. 
I selected this open place for attack 
because I thought the messenger would 
be off his guard thereabout." 


The prisoner was taken to Jackson 


by Sheriff Gregory of Amador county, 
at 12 o'clock last night. 


Had the affair 
become generally 


known outside of the officer's a lynch- 
ing would have unquestionably been 
the result.. 


The officers are now in pursuit of the 


other parties indirectly implicated, and 
there is no doubt but that they will 
share the ptmishment for the crime. 


CRAZED BY THE SIGHT. 


Seeing a Comrade Drowed Upsets a 


Young Man's mental Balance. 


SACRAMENTO, August 2.—This after- 


noon about 4 o'clock, two young men 
of this city named William E. Brophey 
and Harry Waite went bathing in the 
Sacramento river just below the mouth 
of the American. Brophey was sud- 
denly seized with cramps and called to 
Waite that he was drowning. The latter 
went to his assistance at once and en- 
deavored to rescue him. Before he 
could reach him Brophey had sunk 
twice. Just as he was going down the 
third time Waite caught him and at- 
tempted to swim to shore with him. 
Brophey grabbed him and the two were 
sinking when Waite managed to free 
himself from the drowning man. Bro- 
phey then sank and was seen no more. 


This is the story told by Waite when 


he first emerged from the water. He 
run up the bank of the river some 
distance, where a number of men were 
bathing, and reported the drowning. 
Immediately after giving the details of 
the accident he was seized with hysteria 
and made an attempt to drown himself, 
but was "restrained 
by the men 


about bun. Young Waite was brought 
to the receiving hospital in an' uncon- 
scious condition. 
Later he showed 


every sign of being crazed, and City 
Physician Nichols found it necessary 
to give him anaesthetics to keep Mm 
from doing himself violence. 
Dr. 


Nichols says it is highly probable that 
the young man has lost his reason, and 
that when he regains consciousness he 
will be a raving maniac. 


Young Waite has been here but a 


short time, having come from San Fran- 
cisco. The body of Brophey had not 
been recovered at a late hoar, although 
the river has been thoroughly dragged 
with grappling hooks.

THE GEABY EXCLUSION I,AW. 


The lawyers engaged by the Chinese 


Six Companies are preparing to make 
another teat of the constitutionality of 
the Geary registration law at the Octo- 
ber term of the United States supreme 
court. They say Justice Harlan was 
absent in Paris at the former hearing 
and it is the practice of the supreme 
court to consent to reconsideration of 
points involved in a decision given by 
other than a full bench where impor- 
tant constitutional questions are con- 
cerned. They also cite the fact that 
the death of Justice Blatchford has re- 
moved one of the five jurists who up- 
held the law. 


As the Geary act is a dead letter on 


the statute books, and no attempt is 
being made to enforce its provisions, it 
seems unnecessary to bring the matter 
before the supreme court again. The 
Six Companies are wealthy, however, 
and their counsel do not object to get- 
ting the case again before the court, 
when they are well paid for doing so.

;o say California, at least outside of 
San Francisco, is a silver state by a 
substantial majority. Out of sixty 
editors who have responded, thirty- 
eight are for silver without qualiflca- 
;ion and twenty-two are against it.

American republics, as well as of Asia. 


6. Contracts have been made with 


ihe understanding that they could* be 
>aid in silver. 


7. California is the fifth state in the 


union in the production of silver. 


8. The people do not need a circu- 


ating medium that possesses a foreign 
>urchasing power as much as one that 
ms a dome&tic debt paying power. 


9. The single standard is in the 


nterest of money lenders. 


10. The present system is enriching 


one class and impoverishing another. 


11. When the price of silver was 


ligh times were good. 


12. Silver is the backbone of the 


western portion of the United States. 


13. Laborers receive their pay in 


silver and should get as much as pos- 
sible for it. 


14 The exports of California exceed 


;he imports, and it is only the import- 
ers who require gold. 


15. Much of the prosperity of Cali- 


fornia in the past was due to the stream 
of silver that flowed in from the Corn- 
stock.

ABGUKENTS AGAINST SILVBB. 


Those editors who deny that Cali- 


lornia is a silver state in the Nevada 
and Colorado sense, justify their posi- 
;ion by these considerations: 


1. California produces ten times as 


much gold as silver, and has only $1 
n silver in circulation to $5 in gold. 


2. All contracts in this state are 


made payable in gold coin, and if that 
should be driven out of circulation no- 
body could pay his debts and the com- 
munity would be bankrupt. 


3. Cheap money would iojure the 


laboring and business classes. 


4. It would be impossible to main- 


;ain 
the parity of silver with gold 


under free coinage. The resulting de- 
preciation of the currency would check 
industrial progress and decrease the 
purchasing power of wages and labor. 


5. The people who clamor for more 


money are those who have noth- 
ing to exchange for money of any kind. 


6. The silver problem cannot be 


solved without an international agree- 
ment. 


7. California has always maintained 


a gold standard, and greenbacks vand 
silver have always been quoted in 
:erms of gold. 


8. Silver is an inferior currency, be- 


cause while the government can con- 
pel its own citizens to take it, it can- 
not compel the nations of the world 
with whom we trade to accept it, 


9. The owner of a silver mine is no

About $7,000,000 in gold is ordered in 


England for shipment to the United 
States. The Normanda will sail to-day 
with $4,500,000 aboard. 


Balfour, the leader of English Con- 


servates, has decided for bimetalliam. 
He says the gold standard would not 
satisfy commercial wants and a double 
standard would prevent 
dangerous 


oscillations in trade. 


Minister Blount's report on Hawaiian 


affairs is said to have been received at 
Washington. The report will probably 
not be made public until the senate 
meets. It is said that annexation is 
discussed and the conclusion reached 
that the Hawaiians do not favor it. 


O. P. Huntington, the railroad mag- 


nate, says if congress will repeal the 
Sherman act, make $10 the legal tender 
limit of silver and not permit the issue 
of paper money under $5 it would put 
a large amount of silver in circulation. 
He would have the government issue 
$300,000,000 in 3-per cent gold bonds to 
be used as collateral for the national 
:urrency, and let banks issue notes for 
the par value of old bonds. This, he 
thinks, would restore confidence, make 
money plenty and be a good thing for 
silver. 


The East Anxious to be Enlightened on 


the Silver Question. 


Hon. A. D. Griffin, who has been in 


the east for several months, writes as 
to the attitude of the people of the east 
on the silver question. He says: 


" We are making converts to the sil- 


ver cause every day. The sentiment in 
fay_or of free coinage Is certainly gain- 
tag ground 
fast with the 
people. 


Everybody wants to know about 
the silver question. 
All they want 


is to understand the silver question 
to be just as staunch silver advocates 
as we are. The press is against us, but 
the people are not 
They know there 


is something wrong outside of what the 
daily papers publish; that all this 
financial trouble is not on account of 
purchasing silver. I look for the Chi- 
cago convention to do a great work, for 
the mass of the people are anxious to 
get all the knowledge they can out of 
the question." 


Mr. Griffin also writes that he will 


attend the great silver convention at 
Chicago.

BREVITIES. 


A heavy fall of snow occurred in 


Breweter county, Texas, July 28th. 
That section has an elevation of from 
4,000 to 6,000 feet above the sea, but 
snow in July was never before known 
there. It is a stock-raising country, 
and grass will bo greatly benefited by 
the snow. 


The treasury department will issue 


no more silver certificates at present. 
The limit prescribed by law has been 
reached. Every standard dollar in the 
treasury is now represented in the cir- 
culation by a silver note, and these 
notes are taken as readily as green- 
backs or gold notes. 


The Belmont Courier says central and 


eastern Nye county will be blessed with 
good crops this season. The farmers 
have cut large quantities of excellent 
hay this summer, and the orchardists 
feel confident tbat delicious fruit will 
be produced in large quantities in east- 
ern and southern Nye. 


The case o£ Jas. Douglas vs. L. D. 


Folsom, administrator of the estate of 
bhe late Governor Stevenson, has been 
reversed by the supreme court. This 
was a case in which Mr. Douglas pre- 
sented a claim amounting to several 
thousand dollars to the attorney of the 
estate instead of to the administrator, 
arid the attorney failed to notify the 
administrator of the fact until the 
claim was barred. Judge Bising held 
that under the circumstances present- 
ing the claim to the attorney was a 
sufficient compliance with the law, but 
the supreme court thinks otherwise.

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RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp I'. M. 
Dial clock indicates tho time each race- 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


Tho bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


OwnerH, trainers, jockeyb or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before tho 1st day or 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before tJ 
o'clock r, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 6 p. M. 


Horses entered in nurses can only be drawn 
by consent of the j udges. 


In making entries for purge races, tho 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
A fter a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to bo 
curried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and whore other stipulated con- 


"So' 
ditions do not conflict with 
rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will bo allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September Ifct shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more titan one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
Horse they are to start miiKt be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rota. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable: and in 
oil three in five races horses not winning one 
beat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required uumber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
86% to the first and W?/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


-Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rule* to govern all running- 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
